MR, B. C. NICHOLAS 


Death paid a totally unexpected visit yester- 
day to, the office of the Victoria Daily Times, 
and called the editor of that excellent news- 
| paper, Mr. B. C. Nicholas, from his desk. 
Though still a young man, only 56 years 
| old, Mr. Nicholas has for many years been 
among the outstanding newspapermen of Can- 
ada. He was widely known as well for his 
association with the Canadian Club movement 
from its early days. He was an authority on 
Canadian affairs, and alike his articles and his 
addresses commanded wide attention. 

Mr. Nicholas became private secretary to 
Hon. William Templeman, then owner of The 
Times, when that gentleman joined the cabinet 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. On Mr. Templeman’s 
death, Mr. Nicholas became Editor-in-Chief of 
The Times, with which he has been associated 
ever since. He was to have been the Liberal 
candidate in the Federal by-election soon to 
be held in Victoria. 

Among his contemporaries of the Press tew 
men in Canada were better known and none 
more highly esteemed. He was one of the type 
of men Canada can ill afford to lose, and his 
passing at the prime of life gives keenness to 
the shock.

The Passing Show 


By J. 8S. COWPER 


A dead Italian general--the late General 
Guilio Douhet—would chuckle were he alive 
today and could see all the nations rapidly 
building air fleets. Before he died—and like 


most generals, he died in his bed—he saw his 
country, which one rebuked and disciplined 
him, accept his advice and 
seek victory in the air. 

Military men who take 
their work seriously, and 
have their eyes on the future, 
know of General Douhet as 
the author of a book “Air 
Supremacy,” published in 
1921. Douhet was rebuked by 
his superiors in the Italian 
Army for daring to refer to 
an airplane as & “weapon.” 
It scandalized them to. think 
that any soldier should class a contraption of 
silk and struts, powered by an evil-smelling 
engine, with a sabre, a bayonet Or a field piece. 
He was laid on the shelf as an example to 
others, and might have died there had not Italy 
got into trouble in Tripoli. They had to take 
him down off the shelf and give him command 
of an “Aviation Group.” 

Today, Douhet’s “Air Supremacy” reads like 
a book of prophecy.

Humanity is due to be shocked before many 
months are over, when the Christian nations 
start to exterminate each other. It may help to 
prepare one for the shock to learn a little of 
what the new aerial warfare means. It is to be 
nothing at all like the old aerial warfare on 
the western front, in which great combat fight- 
ers like our own Bishop and Collishaw won re- 
nown, or where a tyro as Roy Brown then was, 
could bring Von Richthofen down in flames 
from the sky. 

The next war is not to be a war in the air; 
it is to be a war from the air. When you digest 
that sentence you know a good dea] more about 
it than many a beribboned officer. , 

No more will Von Richthofens and Bishops 
and Collishaws and other great combat aces, 
perform feats of gladiatorial skill in the skies. 
Combat planes for the most part will be uscless 


affairs. The war is not to be a war in the skies 
between highly-skilled and gallant in duals, 
fighting duellos over the line it will be a war 
of great bombing planes, raining down high 
explosive and incendiary bombs on thickly 


populated centres. They will be nearly as fast 
as combat planes, and will, be well equipped to 


fight off combat planes They will be the 
battleships of the air, unafraid’ of mere de- 
stroyers. 


The old idea of war was that great armies 
of men, aided by equipment, pitted themselves 
against each other, each seeking to invade the, 
country of the other. The great stalemate along 
the western front proved how difficult and pro- 
longed such strategy is under modern arma- 
ments. Modern weapons give armies a defen- 
sive strength much greater than their offensive 
strength. In the World War, both sides used 
airplanes merely as accessories of the land and 
sea forces. 

General Douhet, foreseeing the develop- 
ment of the airplane as a “weapon,” outlined 
a new military doctrine. The main points are 
as follows 

First: National security demands the crea- 
tion of an air force as powerful as national 
funds will permit. This air force must be com- 
pletely independent of the army and navy. 

Second: The air force thus created must be 
the primary arm of national defence and 
acknowledged as such. As no nation can fere- 
stall an air attack, such an air force, without 
naval or military support, can compel an enemy 
power to surrender. 

Third: The proper role of an air force is to 
act on the offensive, while the army and navy 
maintain themselves in suitable positions, on 
the defensive. 

Fourth: The greatest part of expenditure on 
armaments should be allocated to the air. Fx- 
penditures on the army and navy need only 
be the minimum to enable them to secure them- 
selves against defeat. 

Douhet advocates the abolition of combat 
airplanes, on the ground that they are useless to 
prevent a bombing raid, and that the money 
and personnel can be better expended on 
offensive aircraft. 


Civil populations in the great cities had 
better learn that they are to be the victims in 
the next great war. There will be no attempt 
to win by inflicting body blows on armies, or to 
become engaged in long stalemates on either 
side of a long No Man's Land. Air fleets will 
seek to win by Gealing deathblows at the brain 
of the enemy nation, by laying desolate its 
capital, its great cities and its munition and en- 
gineering areas. No longer will elderly ladies 
go round with white feathers, urging the sons 
of other women into the trenches. Large cities 
will be the cock-pits of the next war, helpless 
and virtually defenceless against the enemy that 
hovérs near the stratosphere and rains destruc- 
tion on civilians beneath. 


Three or four weeks ago, this column made 
mention of heavy exports of powdered alumi- 
num from Britain to Germany.

Grades Of Beef Cornpared |SIDE GLANCES —By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

By beef is meant the flesh of mature cattle 
and when the term is used by itself it is gen* 
erally taken to mean steer beef. Undoubtedly, 
steer beef is one of the most important foods on 
the modern table and this kind of meat is an 
excellent protein, providing the material needed 
for building muscle; at the 
same time providing a good 
source of vitamin B, as well 
as the food iron needed to 
build healthy red blood cells. 

While cow beef is also 
sold, it is not considered to 
be quite as good as steer 
meat. Cows are raised for 
reproductive purposes or for 
milk. Profitable reproduc- 
Dr. tion ends when the cow is 

around 6 years, old, after 
which she is quickly fattened and sold for meat. 
This speedy fattening puts the fat on the outside 
and does not distribute it properly through the 
tissues. 

Cow beef contains about 75 per cent of nour- 
ishing tissue and about 25 per cent bone, where- 
as the steer beef animal is composed of about 85 
per cent nourishing tissue and only 15 per cent 
of bone 

Steers are raised for just one purpose and 
that is to develop good beef meat, often being 
fed corn or some other special food; whereas the 
cow meat is sold after fattening cows which no 
no longer give a sufficient amount of milk. The 
steer is usually a young animal but the cow is 
comparatively older, having been a commercial 
milk producer for several years. The meat from 
cows is therefore not as good for food as it is 
when the animal is raised solely for the purpose 
of furnishing the best kind of meat. 

Steer meat is not only desirable from the 
standpoint of having a finer flavor but it is 
also, in the end, the cheapest meat as its food 
value in proportion to its weight is higher than 
cow meat. The cow meat does not'taste as well, 
being more insipid. The steer meat is more solid

and there is less waste because of the large 
amount of nourishing protein, and the firmness 
of the flesh. If you are looking for food value, 


then buy the steer meat rather than cow meat. 


Steer meat of the first quality will show 


plenty of lean meat in proportion to the fat, 
it will be tender, the fat inserted between the 
muscle fibers will show as fine streaks of white, 
the flesh will be firm, the lean meat part will 


a rich redness of color, and the fat will 
be firm and sound, and either clear white or 
yellow. Those are the signs by which you may 
tell a piece of steer beef of good quality. Proper 
ageing of the meat will add to its tenderness.

The protein of meat forms about 20 per cent 
of the cut and certainly, this form of protein is 
very easily digested. The ease of digestion, the 
satisfying flavor, and the excellent quality of 
beef to be obtained in the average butcher shop, 
all help to explain why meat is the favored food 
of so many people. 

After you have purchased a good steak of 
steer meat, do not spoil it by frying but learn 
to cook it under the broiler, or by the process 
known as “Pan Broiling.” 

When asking for meat, demand the finest 
grade of steer beef and then you will be sure 
of getting the best meat available.

ANSWER: Either rye or wholewheat bread 
contains starch in a considerable amount and 
both raisins and dates are wholesome.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1879 an act of | 


parliament creating the depart- 
ment of railways and canals in the 
Dominion cabinet was proclaim- 
ed and Hon, Charles Tupper was 
sworn as the first minister of 
railways. Prior to this time, from 
before and after confederation 
the railways and canals had been 
under the department of public 
works. The Macdonald ministry 
had been elected by a large ma- 
jority on a platform which com- 
bined a national policy in tariffs 
and the construction of a railway 
to the Pacific coast by private 
enterprise aided by the govern- 
ment.
